Whereas, the said Municipal Corporation has from 
time to time, pursuant to By-laws duly passed in this 
behalf, granted and paid out for Patriotic purposes cer- 
tain sums of money,

Council, on Tuesday, the 9th day of May, 1916, it was 
enacted that the said Municipal Corporation of the Coun- 
ty of Norfolk, grant to the Canadian Patriotic Fund, 
established by an Act of the Dominion Parliament, passed 
in the fifth year of the reign of His Majesty King 
George the Fifth, chaptered 8, the sum of Five Thous- 
and Dollars $5,000.00), payable each month during the 
present war, the first payment to be made on the 20th 
day of May, 1916, and monthly thereafter during the 
present war, 


And Whereas, by By-law No. 425, passed in open 
Council, on Tuesday, the 9th day of May, 1916, it was 
enacted that the said Municipal Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk grant the sum of Eleven Thousand 
Dollars ($11,000.00) for the purpose of providing mili- 
tary outfit and equipment for the use of the 133rd Bat- 
talion, or for military outfit or equipment for the use

And Whereas, it is desirable to issue said debentures 
at one time and to make the principal of said debt re- 
payable in yearly sums during the period of Fifteen 
Years, being the currency of the said debentures, said 
yearly sums being of such respective amounts that the 
aggregate amount payable in each year for principal and 
interest, in respect of said debt, shall be as nearly as 


possible equal to the amount payable in each of the other 
Fourteen Years of said period, as shown in paragraph 
numbered One of this By-law, 


And Whereas, the total amount required to be raised 
annually for paying said debt and interest, as hereinafter 
provided, is Seven Thousand Two Hundred and Twenty- 
five Dollars and Sixty-seven Cents ($7,225.67), 


And Whereas, the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the said County of Norfolk, according to the 
last revised and equalized assessment rolls of the local 
Municipalities of which the County is composed, is Four- 
teen Million Two Hundred and Fifty-five Thousand Dol- 
lars ($14,255,000.00), 


And Whereas, there is at present no debenture debt 
of the said Municipality of the County of Norfolk, 


And Whereas, it is advisable that a By-law shall be
